Revives Hand Loom 
Weaving in Sussex 


LONDON, BPng.—Handioom craft 
is being revived in Wincheisea, Sus- | 
sex, by the wife of Rigden Read, 
well-known artist. This is one of 


the oldest village industries in Eng- 
land. In Mrs Read's studio is 
hand loom exactly like those in 
use before the introductior of 
machinery, and on this she weaves 
from Sussez woo! stout cloth which 
will stand far harder wear than 
factory-made material She is on 
of the Romney Marsh weavers, 
who from ‘their headquarters near 
Peagmarsh, have done so much to 
teach the villagers the 
of spinning and weaving 
Spun Wool 

The woo) comes from loca! flocks 
and is spun into yarn by cottage 
firesides on old-fashioned spinning 
wheels. It is then washed and 
dyed, both vegetable and modern 
synthetic dyes being used The 
permanence of the color is ensured 
by careful tests The hand 
on which the cloth is woven is 
constructed on the same principals 
as those discovered &y primitive 
peoples in the dawn of history.

Prince Edward Island had a popu- 
lation of 94,021; in 1891, 109,078, 
and in 1921, 88,615. 

Nova Scotia had a population of 
887,800 in 1871, and 528,887 in 
1921.
